DR. GIFFORD 
TELLS CLUB OF 
MEDICO PLANS 


Dr. Roy W. Gifford, local sur­ 
geon and chairman of the "Ad 
Hoc” committee of the Pennsyl­ 
vania Medical Society, Monday 
evening urged the state to adopt 
all the provisions of the Kerr- 
Mills bill passed by the last Con­ 
gress and at the same time urged 
opposition to plans to be sub­ 
mitted to Congress to place med­ 
ical care for the aged under So­ 
cial Security. 
Speaking at the meeting of Ro­ 
tary in the YWCA, Dr Gifford de­ 
clared that the Kerr-Mills bill pro­ 
vides more care than that contem­ 
plated under the forthcoming at­ 
tempt to put such care under So­ 
cial Security and that the cost 
would be lower to the public un­ 
der the Kerr-Mills Act. 


L IM IT E D S E R V IC E 
**The bill provides medical care 
for all persons 85 or over who 
need such care," Dr. Gifford said, 
"while the proposal to put such 
medical care under Social Secuity 
will provide care only for those 
covered by Social Security. 
"The KerT-Mills bill provides 80 
days 
hospital 
care. 
clinic and 
home care services, private duty 
nursing, physical therapy and re­ 
lated services, dental attention, 
prescription 
drugs, 
eyeglasses, 
dentures, artificial limbs, x-ray 
service, diagnostic services and 
nursing home care up to 120 days 
at a time. 
"Under Kerr-Mills the federal 
government pays from 50 to 80 
per cent of the costs of the serv­ 
ices and the remainder is paid by 
the state. After a year's delay 
Pennsylvania, as a result of a 
strong effort 
by the hospitals, 
finally adopted three portions of 
the Kerr-Mills services. The state 
now will provide up to 60 days 
hospitalization based upon cost of 
the care. The Warner Hospital 
apparently will receive $20 52 a 
day for such care. 


N U R SIN G C A R E 
"The state also adopted a pro­ 
vision to provide nursing care of 
up to $5 per day in the home 
where such care is provided by 
hospitals, and there is only one 
in the state that does such work. 
Physician services up to $5 a call 
is provided when such service is 
provided by a hospital and only 
one hospital in the state has such 
a program. The state only grudg- 
ingly 
adopted 
those 
provisions 
and only cost to the state was 
the transfer of a budgeted amount 
from one department to another. 
so actually it will cost nothing to 
Pennsylvania. 
In 
some 
other 
states all provisions of the Kerr- 
Mills act have been implemented. 
"The proposed Social Security 
health bill will provide for 90 
days of inpatient hospitalization in 
semiprivate accommodations sub­ 
ject to a deduction of $10 for 
each of the first nine days of hos­ 
pitalization, with a minimum de­ 
duction of $20. Where would the 
person needing such help get the 
$90 he has to spend before getting 
payments from Social Security? 
The bill would provide up to 180 
days 
of 
skilled 
nursing 
home 
services and the combined 
in 
patient 
hospital 
services 
and 
skilled 
nursing 
home 
services 
may not exceed 150 units of serv 
ices. A unit of service would be 
equal to one day of inpatient hos­
